Wasserman expressed confi- 
dence that Marcello would j 
never he deported, adding 
that he believed that his client 
“will stay here the re.st of his 
life.”

application in light of the pend-' 
|ing court action, j 

Marcello is no str.anger to Ie-‘ 
gai action against him. having 
been involved in various forms 
of litigation for many vears. 
Born 61 years ago under Ital- 
ian rule in vi-hat is now Tunisia, ' 
he was convicted in the U.S, inJ 
1933 on a marijuana possession!^ 
charge. It was that compara-|' 
tively minor conviction that .sub-' 
seqiiently resulted in Marcello!' 
being labeled by federal author- ' 
ities in later years as an “unde-!' 
!sirable alien.” The government ' 
contends that in view of his'| 
place of birth, Marcello is tech-j' 
nically an Italian a'ien. i' 

The government deported mil-'' 
lionaire iVIarcello once, to Gua-' 
temala in 1331, but he'later re-i. 
turned to Louisiana and has' 
been fighting periodic deporta-j 
tion attempts since. | 

Just last j’ear Marcello was 
released from a federal deten- 
tion facility in Mis.souri after 
serving five months of a six- 
month sentence for hitting an 
agent of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation at New Orleans! 
International Airport. Marcello] 
contended during his trial on] 
that charge that he thought the] 
man was a new'sman and had! 
no way of knowing he was a 
FBI agent. 

In a different vein, as Marcel- 
lo drove his car into the Feder- 
al Building parking lot Friday ' 
morning, a thick paperback 
book was seen through the ve-i 
hide’s rear window, on the] 
ledge above the back seat. i 
A closer examination revealed! 
that it was Mario Puzo’s “The!. 
Godfather,” a best-selling novel] 
on the operations of the .Mafia. ]:
